The Mayor of Boston and the late Mob . 

AlR.EmTOR,-We hold that we have a right 
from God to express our opinions respecting e 
nature and tendency of every man’s piuieip es 
and practices. God, for most wise and enevo 
lent purposes, has given to all his rational crea¬ 
tures, a right to freedom of thought and speec 
Deprive us of this right, and you take from us the 
noblest prerogative of man. We ask not men 
whether we may have and exercise tins right. 
Human laws may cal! us to an account for abusing 
this right; but we will never, for a moment, per¬ 
mit any man or set of men to question whethei 
we possess it. We spurn all human interference 
here, and we will never yield to man any right 
which we have received from our Creator. We 
shall never yield our right to animadvert on the 
principles aud conduct of men, in public aud in 
private life, while we have a being. Nor will we 
ever lie restrained in the expression of our opin¬ 
ions. by a regard to the weallli or standing of any 
individual; but if ever we deal in terms of scorn 
and severity, we will apply them to such men of | 
wealth, and of learning, and of standing, as pre¬ 
sume upon these to shield them in their vices 
from the just opprobrium of their fellow 
If we ever rebuke wickedness in terms of gen¬ 
tleness, it shall he when we rebuke the sins of the 
qioor, the ignorant, and the oppressed. For these, 
some might think there is a shadow of an excuse ; 
but for those, none. 

Possessing this right, and a fixed resolution to 
exercise it, whenever we think the cause of God 
demands it. whatever be the result to ourselves, 
we take this opportunity to express our views of 
the mayor’s conduct in the late infamous mob 
which has disgraced our beloved city. We know 
of no terms more just to characterize an assent 
blage of persons for such a purpose, than a law¬ 
less, ruffian mob ; though composed, as the Gazette 
gays, of gentlemen of “ property and standing,” 
and as the Recorder says, assembled t 
“ any serious attempts on life or property, 
prevent the victim from being hurt, and to deliver 
him into the custody of the civil authority." We 
say it was an assemblage of lawless ruffians, met 
to trample under foi.t the laws of God and man. 

What were the facts in the case, as currently 
reported and uncontradicled ? The Boston Fe¬ 
male Anti-Slavery Society gave notice that they 
should hold their annual meeting at a certain 
place, at which there would be addresses. They 
met at the appointed time and place. Soon a 
mob, said to have been composed of many thous¬ 
ands, was assembled around the place. The ladies 
applied to the civil authority for protection. The 
mayor and other officers of the city government 
repaired to the place. The mayor, instead of | 
dispersing the mob, and protecting the ladies in 
the peaceable enjoyment of their rights, requested 
the ladies to disperse. They refused. The mayor 
then told them, if they persisted in holding their 
meeting, that lie could not protect them. They 
(hen dispersed. This did not satisfy the moh. 
These moboerats of “property and standing,” 
demanded Thompson. To appease them, the 
mayor assured them that Thompson was not in 
the house nor in the city. At which, one of 
these men of “ standing,” assembled, as the Re¬ 
corder assures U6, to prevent mischief, cried our, 

1 You lie, sir.’ 

Mr. Garrison was in the office, where he had a 
right to be, and where he had a right to be pro¬ 
tected from the mob. But the mayor, fearing the 
mob would not disperse while he was in the 
building, advised to smuggle him out at a back 
window. Tiie mob, uot finding Thompson, and 
being desirous to wreak tlieir vengeance on some 
one, demanded Garrison. They were: assured 
that Garrison was not in the building. 

These moboerats of “'property and standing,” 
demanded tiie sign of the office. The mayor, as 
those declared who lore it down, ordered the sign 
to be thrown down!! Books and tracts were 
thrown out to the mob. One of these gentlemen 
standing” was tearing up a book, and was 
assured by one that it was not an auti-slavery 
book, but the Holy Bible; with a fearful oath, he 
replied, “ it makes no difference." (We hope, Air. 
Editor, there never will be auy difference in spirit 
and principle, belween anti-slavery books and the 
Bible.) It is not said whether this was done by 
order of the mayor or not. 

After these gentlemen of “property and stand¬ 
ing” had, as is reported, tied a rope around Gar¬ 
rison’s neck and body, stripped him of his coat, 
pocket-hook and watch, aud dragged him into 
State street, the mayor rescued him from their 
clutches, and took him into his office. Then he 
made a speech to these ruffians ol'“ standing,” 
requesting them to disperse, aud to help him 
maintain the laws. When he saw they would do 
neither, a writ was made out against—whom? as 
a disturber of the peace? Not against any of 
these moboerats. No; they were men of “ prop- 
erty'and staudiug,” and it would not do to seud 
any of them to jail, the mob would not allow it 
but against Gerrison, who in this thing, had not 
done anything agaiust the laws of God or man,— 
which the mayor would not even pretend,—and 
he was locked up in jail as a lawless ruffian, 
while all those who abused his person and robbed 
him of his property, were allowed to escape 
without an effort to detect them. Such are some 
of the currently reported, and so far as we know, 
uucoinrailicied facts respecting the conduct of 
the city government in the late mob. 

Now, sir, iiow will the mayor’s conduct in this 
scandalous and lawless outrage appear, when 
judged according to the Jaws of the common¬ 
wealth ? He will not, he dare uot, say that the 
meeting of the ladies was not perfectly lawlul, 
and that they bad not an undoubted right to invite 
whom they pleased to address them. He will 
not say it would have been a violation of any law, 
for Thompson, Garrison, or any one else, to have 
been present, a; id addressed that meeting. It 
will be admitted by the mayor himself) that it 
was a lawful meeting, and called for a lawful, 
coustitutional object; i. e. to consult upon the com¬ 
mon good and that they hud a right to protec¬ 
tion in the enjoyment of this privilege; and 
Tliompsou or auy one else had a right to protec¬ 
tion in adtlressiug that meeting, if invited so to 
do. That mob of miscreants was assembled for 
a wicked and unlawful purpose. They had 
right from God or man to assemble for the. object 
for; which they assembled. The ladies put them¬ 
selves under the care of the mayor, to protect 
them in their meeting, against this lawless mob. 
How did the mayor protect them ? It was his 


lolemn dmv to disperse that mob, and allow ihe 
ladies to hold their meeting. But instead of dis¬ 
persing the lawless mob, and allowing the ladies 
to hold their lawful meeting, he dispersed the 
ladies, and allowed the mob to remain. After 
the ladies had dispersed, a certain man, well 
known, we presume, came to the window, waved 
his hand to the mob, and requested a hearing. 
He then said to them, as one declares,—“ At the 
request of your honorabte mayor , I announce to 
you the fact, that not a female is in the building. 
Your work is done. And you are respectfully and 
earnestly requested to retire peaceably to your 
homes. Your work is done.” 

Honorable mayor! We blush for our mayor 
id we blush for our city. May Heaven protect 
> from such honorable men and doings as these ! 
What right bad the mayor thus to disperse that 
peaceable and lawful meeting, and then fawn 
upon the lawless mob in that way ? We say he 
had no right;—he violated his duty and disgraced 
himself and the city. 

When the moboerats of “ property and stand¬ 
ing,” demanded that Thompson should be given 
them, why did the mayor, to pacify them, 
tell them Thompson was not in the city ? In¬ 
stead of making such an excuse,—an excuse 
which would- seem to say to the mob, that they 
would have had a right to take him had he been 
there, wby did he not, as a fearless man, deter¬ 
mined to maintain law and order, say to the law¬ 
less mob, that Mr. Thompson had a perfect right 
be there and make addresses, and that they 
alone were guilty? Did he say one word to 
show that mob that they, not Thompson, were 
trampling on the constitution and the laws ? We 
have never heard that he did. But he entreated 
the mob to disperse, not because they were ille¬ 
gally assembled, but because the object of their 
vengeance had escaped, and they could not get 
tell the respectable miscre¬ 
ants, that as they could not accomplish the object 
of their coming together, they might now as well 
go home and make no more trouble, is this the 
which our mayor is to protect a man who 
has fearlessly aDd nobly come among us to show 
i our sins ?—a mau whom this whole nation will 
ost assuredly one day delight to honor ? 

Then, wbat right had the mayor to order the 
sign to be thrown down to please the mob ? He 
knows he had no rigiit. He will not dare to 
assert such a right. Is it come to this? The 
mob, the genteel ruffians, demand that every sign 
the city,yea, that every church and every house 
the city be torn down. These ruffians of 
“property and standing” must have their way. 
The mayor takes it upon him to say, “ take them 
down and give them to the mobThe mayor 
has as much right to order this whole city to be 
leveled with the ground, to satisfy a ruffian, moh, 
he had to order that sign to he torn down at 
their request. That sign was the property of the 
Anti-Slavery Society. The mayor, at the com¬ 
mand of a lawless mob, ordered it to be torn 
down. We say he has grossly violated the law 
whieh he was bound to enforce. He has been 
guilty ol trespassing on the property and rights oi l 
others. The same sign had been there several 
The mayor had no idea that it had no 
right there, till a lawless mob told him so. Then, 
like a pitiful coward, afraid lo assert the dignity 
of his office and the majesty of the laws, he orders 
the sign to be torn down. His meanness and 
cowardice in this affair appear the more extraor¬ 
dinary, from the accounts of the Recorder und 
other papers, which assure us that the “great 
majority of those present were there for the very 
purpose of preventing mischief and helping to 
enforce the laws!” 

But the worst of all was, arresting Garrison 
and committing him to jail as a “ public agitator, 
a disturber of the peace.” What had Garrison 
done? The mayor will not have the hardihood 
to say that he had done any violence to the laws.

Throughout this whole affair, the conduct of 
our mayor seems to us to betray au utter destitu¬ 
tion of that firmness and energy of character so 
necessary to one filling bis high and responsible 
station. Nor can we see how his conduct can be 
cleared from gross injustice, believing that it tend¬ 
ed to cast all the blame of that mob on the aboli¬ 
tionists. When we consider tbe nature of our

Voted., That the application of the free church nr 
this city, and the Spring street church in Roihi 
for admission to this conlerence, be referred ) ’ 
special committee, to report at the next conference* 

Such a report was altogether unexpected to th e 
applicants of the free church, who supposed that 
they would be admitted without question 
as a regular council had organized them into, 
congregational church, and as their articles offaith 
and covenant were essentially the same as those 
of the other churches of the conference; and fur¬ 
thermore, as it was no part of tbe design of the 
conference to legislate respecting the churches, 
which in the original call was stated to be,—-For' 
he purpose of special and united prayer for the out¬ 
pouring of the Holy Spirit, and the revival of reli¬ 
gion, and for the cultivation of Christian acquain¬ 
tance.” On this ground, and this ground only, 
the free church claimed the right and privilege 
of admission. 

A protracted discussion now ensued; during 
which, professions of regard for the welfare of 
the free church, and a desire to promote a spirit 
of brotherly love, were again and again reiterated- 
while the very act to show that such a desire ex¬ 
isted, must be delayed at least six months. The 
constant repetition of this sentiment, which was 
not once questioned by any speaker, we think, 
showed some misgiving on the part of those who 
uttered it. We should question the friendship of 
that man who without any reason for it, should 
constantly protest that he was our friend. If we 
have never questioned it, why should he suppose 
we do, unless his conduct shows that we have 
reason to question it ? 

After the discussion had proceeded, and the 
pastor of the Roxbury church had desired to be 
heard, a motion that the delegates from the tiro 
applying churches be admitted to seats in the- 
conference was made, but no attention paid to it. 
Mr. Marsh, the pastor of the Roxbury church, 
then requested, if their church was not now.re¬ 
ceived into the conference, that their application 
might be withdrawn. 

The conference then on motion, refused to ac¬ 
cept the report of the committee, so far as it re¬ 
lated to the Roxbury church. This application 
was then referred to a select committee, who, in 
a few qioments, reported that that church be re¬ 
ceived into the conference, which was accepted. 

On motion of Mr. Crosby, a committee consist¬ 
ing of Dr. Fay and Messrs. Albro and Adams? 
was appointed, to consider the subject of applica¬ 
tion from churches for admission into this confer¬ 
ence, to report at next meeting of conference.

Mr. Editor,— The course of the Recorder, in 
relation to the late outrage and violence commit¬ 
ted by tbe mayor and citizens of Boston against 
he property and persons of abolitionists, deserves 
fee unqualified reprobation of every Christian. 
3Let the Editor of that paper hold, and freely ex¬

ANTI-SLAVERY MEETING-FREE DIS¬ 
CUSSION ASSAILED BY VERMONT¬ 
ERS l-RIOT AT MONTPELIER! 

The two meetings of the Vermont Anti-Slavery 
Society, held in this town on Thursday aud Friday 
evenings of the past week, will form a memorable 
portion of the history of Vermont. Those who 
shall live after us, will yet revert to the 22d and 
2;ld days of October, 1835, as a period when the 
clearest rights of peaceable, quiet and unoffend¬ 
ing citizens of Vermont were trampled in the 
dust—when a portion of the citizens of Montpe¬ 
lier, in the presence of hundreds of most respec¬ 
table ladies and gentlemen, assembled from differ¬ 
ent and distant parts of the state, including many 
Representatives of the People, volunteered lo 
cover themselves with indelible infamy by perpe¬ 
trating acts of violence and tumult, which would 
be disgraceful to the most barbarous people upon 
earth. 

In the exercise of a right, guaranteed by the 
constitution of Vermont, the members of the Ver¬ 
mont Anti-Slavery Society assembled on Thurs¬ 
day evening, the 22d, “ in an orderly and peacea¬ 
ble manner, to consult upon the common good.” 
To the kind indulgence of the General Committee 
of the Legislature, woo are accustomed to hold 
their evening sittings in the Representatives’ Hall, 
the Society were allowed the occupancy of the 
Hall for the purpose of their meeting. Not only 
so, but several of the committees sitting in other 
rooms, adjourned for the evening, with the view 
of listening to, or participating in the proceedings 
of the meeting. Knowing that' a considerable 
number of the members of the Legislature were 
either members of the Anti-Slavery Associations, 
or friendly to the principles on which they are 
formed, we had reason to hope that this consid¬ 
eration, if no other, would shield us in the undis¬ 
turbed enjoyment of a plain constitutional right, 
in the very sanctuary of the laws. In addition, it 
ought lo be stated, that a goodly number of the 
Sooiety of Friends of both sexes, so proverbial for 
their pacific principles and peaceful practice, were 
expected lo grace the assemblage, as they did, 
by their presence. At an early hour, the Repre¬ 
sentatives’ Hall was entirely tilled with an audi¬ 
ence of the highest respectability, including a 
large number of members of the General Assem¬ 
bly, eleven clergyman, or more, from various parts 
of the state, a highly respectable number oi the 
ladies of the village, and citizens generally. The 
Rev. Samuel J. Mat, of Brooklyn, Connecticut, 
having begn particularly invited by our Soccietv 
to be with us on the occasion, after prayer hy 
Rev. Mr, Kellogg, of Montpelier, and the usual 
preliminary proceedings, rose and addressed the 
audience on the subject of American Slavery, 
and the appropriate means for its removal, in a 
style and spirit significantly betokened by the al¬ 
most breathless attention of the people assembled, 
for the space- of an hour and a halt, with the ex- 
:eption only of the short interval of suspense, oc- 
lasmned by dastardly assaults from without. At

At about half past six, we repaired to the meet¬ 
ing-house ; and, notwithstanding the premonitory 
symptoms of a riot had been so distinctly develop¬ 
ed in various ways in the afternoon, an assembly 
of three or four hundred had already convened, 
including, as before, a large proportion of mem¬ 
bers of the Legislature, and ladies of the village, 
the latter of whom were seated in the central 
part of the house. R-v. Mr. Hurlbut, of Willis- 
ton, offered prayer—when, as Mr. May was ris- 


imotliy Hubbard rose and uttered a few inco¬ 
herent words, from which we could only gather 
"' at he did not wish the business of the meeting 
proceed. 

Mr. Knapp observed that the meeting had as¬ 
sembled only for the purpose of expressing their 
opinions on a subject of public interest, and hoped 
they might be permitted to enjoy this constitution¬ 
al right unmolested. 

Mr. May remarked that he had come here at 
the solicitation of the State Anti-Slavery Society; 
that he should exceedingly regret to learn that 
here, among the green hills of Vermont, an as¬ 
sembly could not be permitted to conduct their 
proceedings, without the extraordinary interfer- 
ice which seemed to be threatened on the pres¬ 
it occasion. 

In reply, Hubbard again rose, and, clapping his 
hands, exclaimed, “We are Green Mountain 
Boys!” This was cheered by about a dozen rude 
fellows, wiio had congregated witii him in one I 
corner for the purpose, evidently, of breaking up 
the meeting. These opposers were addressed 
irom the pulpit, and by gentleman on the floor of I 
the house, who presented to them in a kind and 
courteous manner the gross impropriety of their 
conduct. They were infringing upon an undoubt¬ 
ed constitutional right; and tins was the uu 
inexcusable, as they might have staid away, ,,, 
have attended a Colonization Lecture, which Mr. 
Beman of Andover was delivering, at the same 
hour, at the State house. But all that was said to 
them was of no avail. They were so low, that 
every high consideration was above them. Rea¬ 
son, and argument, and expostulation, were only 
met by hissings, stamping of feet, and anon, ci 
of “Tnrow him over!” “Throw him over!” “1 
out the lights!” “Tar-and-featlier Knapp!” To 
the mind of a person of any moral sensibility, look¬ 
ing upon the scene in the corner, the first" reflec¬ 
tion would naturally have been, ‘ There must be a 
vocation in hell !’ 

Coi. Miller at length said that he was willing 
abide by the democratic doctrine that the majority 
should govern, and there-npon called upon those 
who were in favor of hearing Mr. May, to rise. 
VVe believe that every lady, and nearly every gen¬ 
tleman (except, of course", the squad under Capt. 
Hubbard,) was instantly up. But in the midst oi 
this proceeding the noises were kept up, and it 
became perfectly apparrent that no good could 
result from any further attempts to proceed ; and 
Mr. May accompanied by our esteemed triends, 
Rowland T. Robinson and Lady, retired, without 
sustaining any personal injury, to the Temperance j 
House ot our friend Barnes.
